As  an  ultimatum  warn  ZOEA  that  if 
she  doBB  not  carry  out  our  instructions  and  if  she  undertaltes  steps 
without  our  consent,  ve  ahall  imediately  teralnata  all  relations 
with  her.   Forbid  aoRA  to  recruit  all  her  acquaintances  one  after 
tha  other.
